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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 1 is allowed. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1-4 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Consider claim 1 , the best prior art foimd diiring the examination of the present application, 
Matsumoto (U. S. Pat. No. 6,985,517 B2) et al., discloses a correlation value calculating circuit 
comprising: a multiplier (multiplication section 205) that determines a product of received data 
and a despreading code; a first storage that adds (adder 206) a result of calculation in the 
multiplier and data held in the first storage and newly holds a result of addition (col. 9 lines 13- 
18); a first selector (selector 208) that selects one of data from the first storage and data obtained 
by inverting a polarity of said data from the first storage according to a spreading code and 
outputs the selected data; a second storage (memory 212) that holds data; a second selector 
(selector 208) that selects one of the data held in the second storage and zero; a adder (adder 211) 
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that determines a sum of the data selected and output from the first selector and the data selected 
and output from the second selector (see fig. 3); and a code generator (signature code generator 
506) that/generates a 16-bit code that is a first basic structure of a primary synchronization code, 
another 16-bit code that is a first basic structure of a secondary synchronization code(col. 4 lines 
58-59), and a scrambling code as despreading codes to provide to the 16-stage multiplier (col. 4 
lines 48-56). 

However, Matsumoto fails to disclose an antenna signal matrix in which complex values 
indicative of the dimensionally differentiated signal received in a sampling window are stored as 
a function of a sampling window time index and a dimensional differentiation index; a correlator 
and a parametric estimator which locates value(s) in the antenna signal matrix for use in 
determining the time of arrival and the channel coefficient; an analyzer which uses the value(s) 
located by the correlator to generate the time of arrival and the channel coefficient. 

However, Matsumoto does not disclose a 16-stage multiplier, 16-stage first storage, 16- 
stage first selector, a 16-stage second selector, and 16-stage adder; a 16-stage first selector that 
selects one of data from the first storage and data obtained by inverting a polarity of said data 
from the first storage according to a spreading code and ou^uts the selected data; a second 
storage that holds data of 256 samples; a third selector that selects one of results of addition in 
the 16-stage adder and outputs the result to the second storage; a code generator that/generates a 
16-bit code that is a first basic structure of a primary synchronization code, another 16-bit code 
that is a first basic structure of a secondary synchronization code, and a scrambling code as 
despreading codes to provide to the 16-stage multiplier, and further generates a 16-bit code that 
is a second basic structure of the primary synchronization code, another 16-bit code that is a 
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second basic structure of the secondary synchronization code, and a fixed value as spreading 
codes to provide to the 16-stage first selector, therefore, this limitation is novel and unobvious in 
view of Matsumoto, and prior art of record.
